As it is common for ‘thi Saints, as well 
as other people, to engage in some kind of festivities, at such times, steps 
should be taken in the branches to provide entertainments for them. Unless 
this be done, the young people especially are liable to seek amusement: else» 
where, and thus be open to temptations that might lead them astray. . 

But we have heretofore expressed our views regarding the wisdom of having 

social entertainments among the Saints, aud it is unnecessary, to repeat our 

reasons for the position we have taken upon the subjeet. They tend to 
pr the members together in a feeling of sociability ; they provide means 
of rational entertainment at a moderate cost, and preclude any excuse for 
young or old mixing up freely with the world and its influences for the sake 
of recreation, which they may deem necessary. People not in the Church are 
also sometimes led to embrace the truth, by impressions received through 
attending and partaking of the friendly, sociable spirit that generally 
characterizes such gathering. 

It is now in place to say something regarding the character ol ties. exercises 
on occasions of the kind now being considered. Sometimes songs that are 
objectionable are rendered. We are happy i in the belief that instances of this 
nature are very rare. All of the exercises should be unexeeptionable in tone, 
morglity and general sentiment. This does not unn that dene 
should be of a strictly serious character. 

It does not unfrequently happen that the programmes at alee: parties are 
so long as to include sufficient material for about two instead of only one 
affair of the kind. This causes one of two results, either of which mars the 
Pleasure of the occasion to some degree. Either several persons who are 
prepared and expect to take part in the exercises have no opportunity of doing 
so, or the audience is kept to an unseasonable hour. The first is liable to 
cause some disappointment and the second to result in the people gong home 
tired, satiated and languid, instead of in lively spirits. | 

These matters can be regulated by the presidents of branches. of districts, 
as the case may be, either Superintending the making up of the programmes 
or at least revising them. In this way objectionable features could be expung- 
ed, and, when necessary, the Pieces could be reduced in number. 

We trust the brethren, will give the matter of providing suitable entertain- 
ment for the Saints in the holiday season some * attention. And if 
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there bi any Saints whose circumstances are such as to render them unable to 
pay, ion, arrangements should be made to She end that ne may 
not be excluded from social on that acount.

Burope hes the news attempt upon ‘the life of 
tha: Czar of Russia. The Emperor and his suite were on their way to Mos- 
cow. When near the suburbs of that city, on the night of December. Ist, an 
explosion occurred on the railroad, by which a baggage car was demolished 
and seven. carriages thrown off the line. Luckily for the Emperor he had just 
passed over that portion of the road, and consequently escaped ; neither was 
anyone else hurt. The explosion of the mine caused a gap four feet, eight 
inches deep, sixteen feet long and eighteen feet broad. It was fired from an 
adjacent house, which; had penn vacated by the inmates immediately altar: the 
perpetration of the deed. 

The. Czar, attended a in St. ~ Hall, 
adoording, to an ancient custom, he was prescnted, by the, municipal authori- 
ties, with bread and salt. He spoke as follows to those assembled on the 
occasion: Gentlemen —I am very glad to see you again, remembering the 
Royal attachment which you evinced towards me on the occasion of the sad 
event of April 14th. Similar assurances then reached me from all parts of 
Russia, You are already acquainted with the events of yesterday. God 
preserved me, as well as all those who were traveling with me to Moscow. 
Anxious for the welfare of Russia, I have placed myself in the hands of 
Providence; but sedition must be extirpated.’ I appeal, therefore, to you and 
all right-minded people to aid in the eradication of this evil which has taken 
root in Russia. I address myself to parents, to urge them to conduct their 
children in the paths of truth and righteousness, in order that they may 
bens not miscreants, but useful men and good Russian citizens. 150 

The eradication of the seditious element which the W Eapnser 
mere bas “taken root in Russia, is a task that he will find to be far 
beyond the reach of his despotic power. The seeds of rebellion against the 
institutions of government are evidently widely disseminated, having germin- 
ated and are sending forth strong shoots. Opinions, right or wrong, cannot be 
changed by force, the only means the government attempts toempley. Every 
endeavor, to uproot the evil only shakes the plant and ‘sheds broadcast the 
germs it contains The erushing out of babes can only. * accomplished by 
the.extizpation of those who hold them.

of the outrage have not yet been discovered, and it is considered to be as 
probable that they belong to the Conservative as the Nihilistie class, 
While the latter are determined to break down the institutions of government, 
the more rabid section of the former are equally. resolute in endeavors to 
prevent the Czar leaning to a concsssion to the liberal side. by granting even 
the shadow of a constitution. In consequence of this situation, . which over 
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way the distracted monarch turns he is confronted with ‘trouble dnd ‘danger:

This shaking of thrones and agitation of empires is but the premonitory 
symptoms of a fatal political malady that will break them in pieces, causing 
them to vanish like chaff from the “aummer threshing floor” by violent gusts 
of wind.
